TO 

Provide for payment of Jurors in Ireland. A.DA910. 

W HEREAS it is expedient that common jurors attending 
assizes and quarter sessions in Ireland should receive 
remuneration for their services and payment of their expenses : 

Be it therefore enacted hy the King's most Excellent 
5 Majesty, hy and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and hy the authority of the same, as follows:— 

1. Tins Act may he cited for all purposes as the Common short title. 
Jurors’ Remuneration (Ireland) Act, 1910, and shall come into 
10 operation on the first day of January one thousand nine hundred 
and eleven. 

2. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. Extent of 

Act. 

3. In the construction of this Act the following words shall Constrnc- 
have the meanings lierein-after assigned to them:— 

IS “ County ” shall include county of a city, county of a town, 
and county borough: 

“ Secretary of county council ” shall include the town 
clerk of a county borough : 

“ Sheriff ” shall include under sheriff : 

20 “ Common juror” shall include all jurors summoned for the 

purpose of trying common jury issues (civil and 
criminal) at any court of justice : 

[BiU 120.] A 
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“ County council ” skill include any body empowered to 
levy taxes and rates under the provisions of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Acts : 

The expression “ prescribed ” shall moan prescribed by rules 
and orders in pursuance of this Act. g 

4. Every man summoned as a common juryman for the 
trial of criminals or civil actions at the assizes or quarter sessions 
for any county or division shall receive remuneration and expenses 
as follows : — 

Every juror residing within a radius of seven statute miles 10 
from the court-house to which he is summoned to attend 
as a juror shall be paid at the rate of five shillings for 
each day, or portion of a day, he shall bo necessarily in 
attendance in court, and five shillings for every ntaht 
which he is obliged to spend away from homo owing to 15 
such attendance: 

Every juror residing outside a radius of seven statute miles 
from such court-house shall bo paid at the rate of five 
shillings for each day, or portion of a day, he shall lie 
necessarily in attendance, together with the amount of 20 
his third-class railway fare from and to his residence , and 
three-pence per mile each way for that portion of his 
journey where there is no railway available, and five 
shillings for every night which ho is obliged to spend 
away from home owing to such attendance : 25 

Such distance shall bo determined by reference to the 
Ordnance Map. 

5. It shall he tbe duty of the sheriff to call the panel of 
jurors each morning immediately before the sitting of the court, 
and to keep a roll of the names of such jurors, and to enter 30 
therein their attendances, and to give to each juror entitled 
thereto, upon application made a certificate in the prescribed 
form of the amount of the remuneration to which he is entitled, 
not later than six days after the determination of the sitting of 
the court Provided always that no juror shall ho entitled to 35 
remuneration for any day upon which he shall have failed to 
answer his name when called in court, unless it is otherwise 
directed by the presiding judge. 

Every juror shall, before receiving such certificate, be 
required ^y sheriff to make a declaration in the prescribed 40 

form, 
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The sheriff is hereby authorised to take and receive such 
declaration, and if any such declaration shall be false or untrue 
in any material particular, the person wilfully making such false 
declaration shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanour, and 
5 further shall, on summary conviction thereof before two or more 
justices, be adjudged to pay a penalty not exceeding twenty 
pounds , and in default of paying the same, to be imprisoned for 
a period not exceeding three calendar months with hard labour. 

6. The secretary of the county council shall, on receiving 
10 from such juror such certificate, give to such juror an order in 

the prescribed form, on the treasurer of the county, for the 
payment of the amount set forth therein, and such amount shall 
be paid by the treasurer for the county in which the court shall 
be held, and he is hereby authorised and required to pay the 
15 same to the person named in such order out of the funds in 
bank to the credit of the county, and to debit such payment to 
such account. 

7. The county council of every county is hereby required 
from time to time to raise and levy off the county at large such 

20 sums as shall be necessary for providing the above-mentioned 
juror’s remuneration, and also for the purpose of defraying the 
remuneration and expenses of the sheriff attending the execution 
of this Act. The amount of such remuneration and expenses of 
the sheriff shall be fixed by the Lord Lieutenant in Council by 
25 order, and such orders may be rescinded and varied from time 
to time and new orders made as shall be deemed necessary ; and 
such sums shall be paid to the sheriff by the treasurer of the 
county out of the funds in bank to the credit of the county. 

8. In the case of a criminal offence committed elsewhere 
30 than in the county where the trial takes place, or upon the 

trial of civil issues where the cause of action has arisen else- 
where than in the county where the trial takes place, the 
presiding judge shall at the hearing ascertain and attest the 
amount of the expenses incurred under this Act consequent 
35 upon the hearing, and shall order same to be repaid by the 
county where the offence was committed, or the cause of action 
arose, and in such cases the sum so assessed shall be repaid by 
the treasurer of the county in which the offence has been 
committed, or the cause of action has arisen, to the treasurer 
40 of the county in which the trial has taken place, 
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A.D. 1910, The sheriff shall give to such last-mentioned treasurer a 
certificate in the prescribed form of the sum so assessed and 
ordered to be repaid as aforesaid, and such sum shall be so 
repaid on the production of such certificate. 

Provision of 9. The county council of every county shall present a sum 5 
accommoda- to provide, where it is necessary, suitable waiting- 

rooms and accommodation in the courthouses to which such 
jurors are summoned. 

Rules. 10. The power of making rules and orders conferred by 

section seventy-nine of the County Officers and Courts (Ireland) 10 
Act, 1877, shall be exercised for the purpose of carrying this 
Act into effect.
